Regarding the report from Saloniki 
that King Constantine has abdicated, 
the Greek minister at London said to- 
day: 

“I have received no such informa- 
tion, and I certainly do not believe such 
a thing has taken place.” 


Ward [Lrice, to whom the above dis- 
patch is credited, is the official British 
press representative, designated by the 
government to act for all British pub- 
lications in. that area. Nevertheless 
his dispatches are subject not only to 
the Greek censorship, but to the French 
military censorship which controls all 
lines of communication from Athens. 
The-fact that both censorships as well 
as the British censorship in London 
have permitted this dispatch to come 
through is significant. 

On Tuesday Mr, Price sent from Sa- 
loniki a report that King Constantine 
had fled from Athens to Larissa. This 
dispatch was’ discredited in London 
official circles. 

Doubt also appeared to be cast on its 
correctness by dispatches filed from 
Athens Wednesday, one of them tell- 
ing of coming meetings between the 
king and the entente ministers and 
others having to do with the illness of 
the king, who recently underwent a 
slight operation. 

It is possible, however, that the king 
may have departed secretly from 
Athens, as reported by Mr. Price, and 
that his absence was concealed from 
the newspaper correspondents there. 


BRITAIN RECEIVES 
NO CONFIRMATION. 


London, September 1.—The British 
foreign office announced tonight that 
it had received official confirmation of 
the reported Greek revolt at Saloniki. 
The statement adds, however, that the 
foreign office has heard nothing of the 
reported abdication of King Constan- 
tine. 


REVOLUTION BEGINS; 
FIGHTING AT SALONIKI. 


London, September 1.—The beginning 
of a revolution in Macedonia is report- 
ed in a Reuter dispatch filed yesterday 
at Saloniki. 


Fighting occurred in Saloniki, the 
correspondent adds, but serious trouble 
was prevented by the intervention of 
soldiers of the allies. 

“The revolution claimed its first 
victim at 4:30 o’clock this mérning,” 
the correspondent cables. “Cretan gen- 
daring and Macedonian volunteers 
surrounded the barracks of the Greek 
infantry in Saloniki and exchanged 
shots with the garrison. But for the 
intervention of the allies the conse- 
quences might have been more serious. 

“After half promising to participate 
in a demonstration arranged yesterday 
by a pro-ally committee, the Greek 
troops finally refused. During the 
night pro-ally volunteers made a de- 
termined attempt to sé@ize the barracks, 
but failed. It is asserted one gendarme 
was killed and that two were rescued. 
The losses of the loyalists have not 
peen uscertained.” 

Further ‘details of the disturbance 
in Saloniki are given in a later dis- 
patch to Reuters, which gays that 
when the volunteers ascertained the 
regulars were unwilling to co-operate 
they surrounded the barracks in the 
nignt, cut the water main and elec.- 
tric light wires and shut off food sup- 
plies. Sixty regulars attempted to 
oreak out to ebtain supplies. -Surren- 
der was demanded, and when the regu- 
lars retused, the volunteers fired shots 
in the air. The regulars replied with a 
volley, whereupon the volunteers open- 
ed fire, compelling them to return to 
the barracks. 

Gen. Sarrail Intervenes. 


The allied cOMmander, General Sar- 
rail, intervened to prevent further 
vioodshed. Three men were Killed, and 
one gendarme and two volunteers were 
vounded. 


revolutionists, ‘but accepted allied 
inediation. It was-agreed that the gol- 
diers should be disarmed and interned 
at Camp Zeitinlek, outside the city. The 
otficers were permitted to retain their 
swords, pledging themselves not to in- 
terfere with the revolutionists. The 
barracks were handed over to the 
French. 

It is reported that the entire gar- 
rison at Vodena went over to a com- 
mittee representing the revolutionists. 
The garrison at Fort Little Karaburun 
refused to recognize the committee, 
whereupon revolutionists surrounded 
the fort. After news had been re- 
ceived of the submission of the Sa- 
loniki garrison the regulars at Little 
Karaburun yielded. 

All opposition .to the revolutionary 
committee in the affected portion of 
Macedonia appears to have vanished. 
The committee will take over the func- 
tions of government and is expected to 
proclaim a general mobilization. 

Prompt action by the Freneh com- 
mander, who detailed a strong escort 
to protect the Saloniki garrison and 
marched it through the streets, cleared 
the atmosphere. 

Bulgars Capture. 3,000 Greeks. 

it is reported from Greek sources at 
Saloniki that the entire force of about 
3,000 men under Colonel Christodoules 
which left Seres several days ago to 
resist the Bulgarian invasion of Mace- 
ae has been captured by the Bulga- 
Trians 

Before the Greek garrison at Salo- 
niki surrendered, Reuter’s correspon- 
dent cables, three companies of French 
colonial infantry marched to the pa- 
rade ground and stacked arms in front 
of the barracks. They were soon fol- 
lowed by two battalions of infantry, 
which took up positions on both sides 
of the parade grounds and in the rear 
of the barracks. Maching guns were 
posted at several points and armored 
cars were stationed opposite the en- 


The Greek soldiers withdrew in the 
building. Meanwhile the Greek com- 
mander conferred with the French au- 
thorities. Just before 11 o’clock at 
night several unarmed Greek officers, 
accompanied by two French officers, 
crossed the parade ground to a pavilion 
in which General Sarrail awaited 
them. As the hour of eleven struck all 
the Greek troops marched from the 
barracks.

This report, 
however, was discredited in official 
circles in London. 

There is in existence in Greece a 
committee representing the liberal or 
Venizelist faction, and it is possible 
that the Greek garrisons surrendered 
to this or some gsimilar body. The 
committee was appointed on Sunday 
on the occasion of the demonstration 
of 50,000 Greeks before the residence 
of M. Venizelos in Athens and was in- 
structed to present to the king resolu- 
tions warning him not to interfere in 
the wo ogres ng elections and to pre- 
pare the army for a possible rupture 
of existing conditions. 


Where Forts Are Located. 


The part of Greek Macedonia 
which the ferts mentioned are located 
is in northern Greece close behind the 
front on which the entente allies are 
fighting the Bulgarians and their 
allies. 

Vodena is on the railroad line be- 
tween Saloniki and Monastir, an !m- 
portant means of communication for 
the entente allies. It is 45 miles west 
of Saloniki. Fort Little Karaburwun is 
on the Gulf of Saloniki about ten miles 
south of the city. 

Crown Prince George of Greece, 
whose accession to the throne is report- 
ed, has been described as a man of lib- 
eral mind, in true sympathy with the 
aspirations of the Greek people. It 
has been assumed that if King Con- 
stantine’s policy of non-interference in 
the war should lead to his disappear- 
ance from power, the crown prince 
would be the man to whom the pro-en- 
tente Party would turn. 

Prince George was born July 19, 
1890. He is unmarried. His engage- 
ment to Princess Elizabeth of Rumania 
was announced in 1914, ‘but owing to 
the war the wedding was postponed. 

The crown prince has kept in the 
background during the war. When the 
entente troops landed at Saloniki last 
year the king sent the crown prince 
to take charge of the Greek forces 
there. It was reported several months 
ago that the prince had been sent ona 
mission to the German and Austrian 
emperors. ,

New York, September 1.—The ultl- 
mate consumer got a bitter foretaste 
of railroad strike conditions today from 
a shanp advance in prices of . food. 
Dealers attribute the raise to embar- 


|} goes on perishable products put into 


effect last night by several eastern 
railroads and to prospects of a serious 
shortage of supplies as soon as the 
strike is called. These freight em- 
bargoes will be extended tonight and 
tomorrow night, according to notices 
issued by the railroads, unless’ the 
strike menace disappears before the 
end of the week. 

At the big public markets here gar- 
den produce advanced ten per cent and 
dairy products reached new high rec- 
ords. Butter went to 35% cents 4 
pound, 7% cents above the quotation of 
last year and the highest price in the 
last 25 years. The wholesale price of 
eggs of the class most generally used 
reached 35 cents, one cent higher than 
Wednesday and. ten cents above the 
price of a year ago. Poultry went 
from 18 to 26 cents a pound. Whole- 
sale meat dealers in Newark advanced 
prices half a cent a pound and predict- 
ed a further raise. 

The New York city authorities are 
considering means to check exorbi- 
tant price raising, and although doubt 
exists as to their legal rights, it has 
been suggested that the board of alder- 
men establish a price-fixing commis- 
sion. 

Congressional leaders have in their 
possession today messages forwarded 
by three prominent New York organi- 
zations opposing “hasty” action to pre- 
vent a strike. The chamber of e¢om- 
merce has sent a resolution declaring 
that emergency legislation passed in 
advance of complete study will be 
fraught with far-reaching and incal- 
culable danger to the whole body poli- 
tic.”’

GROUND REGAINED, 
GERMANS REPORT. 


Berlin, September 1.—(Via London.) 
German troops on the Somme front in 
France yesterday as the result of a 
counter attack, says the official state- 
ment issued today by the German army 
headquarters staff, regained the ground 
they previously had lost near Longue- 
val and Delville wood. 

The announcement dealing with the 
western front follows: 

“Apart from a few hand grenade at- 
tacks the activity of the British north 
of the Somme remained limited to 
strong artillery fire. Attempted French 
attacks between Maurepas and Clery 
were frustrated by our fire. 

“A counter attack delivered by us 
again put us in possession of ground 
we had lost previously near Longueval 
and Delville road. South of the Somme 
a French attack which was expected in 
view of the artillery preparation of. the 
last few days, was begun in the even- 
ing. The enemy directed his main pres- 
sure against the Barleux-Soyecourt 
front. Bitter hand-to-hand fightin 
developed. Counter attacks delivere 
by Saxon regiments in the Estreeés- 
Soylecourt sector put a speedy end to 
the enemy’s preliminary advance and 
drove him back to his original posli- 
tions. In all other cases the enemy’s 
troops which had been held in readi- 
ness to charge were kept in their 
trenches. In adjacent sectors the ene- 
my’s artillery wag active. At several 
points enemy patrols displayed activity. 

“Six aeroplanes were shot down in 
aerial battles in the Somme sector and 
one in the Meuse district. Another ma- 
chine was brought down east of Ypres 
by our anti-aircraft guns.” 

The war office announcement tonight 
states: 

“Except for a brisk artillery duel on 
the Somme front and in the Fleury sec- 
tor, nothing of importance occurred 
during the day. ree German aero- 
lanes were felled during the afternoon 
by our special anti-aircraft guns. Two

“T have felt that while, of course, 
and properly, they always want to 
better conditions, there has been no 
real necessity for this movement at 
this time.

“J haye had the honor of being re- 
ceived in the comfortable homes of 
gome of them.

That a commission of three appoint- 
ed by President Wilson shall inves- 
tigate the effects of the eight-hour 
standard for from six to nine months 
and then report to congress, present 
wages not to be reduced during the 
investigation or for thirty days there- 
after, and overtime to be paid at a 
pro rata rate. 

HOT DEBATE 


IN HOUSE. 
It was after a day of hot debate 


that the house passed the bill, under 
a special rule brought in when Re- 
publican Leader Mann objected to its 
consideration. Less than half of the 
republicans followed their floor leader 
in the opposition, and when the final 
vote came 70 of them lined up with 
the majority, while only 56 voted 
against the measure. Just two demo 
crats, Representatives Steele, of Penn- 
Sylvania, and Black, of Texas, stood 
out against the bill, and Representa- 
tive London, of New York, the only 
socialist, voted for it. 


Red tape was eliminated as far as 
possible to rush the measure over to 
the senate, which after several hours 
of lively discussion over a bill report- 
ed by its interstate commerce commit- 
tee, had recessed until 8 o’clock. When 
the senate reconvened the house legis- 
lation was there awaiting action. 

The senate committee bill, drafted 
during a late session last night and an- 
other this morning, was the Adamson 
measure with the same amendments 
adopted today by the house and an 
added section empowering the inter- 
State commerce commission to fix the 
wages of interstate railroad employees 


at the end of the proposed period af 
investigation and thereafter. 


SPEEDY ACTION 
SOUGHT BY SENATE. 


At the outset of the night session 
Senator Newlands sought and obtained 
unanimous consent to put aside the sen- 
ate bill and take up the one sent over 
from the house, thereby paving the 
way for quick final action without 
parliamentary formalities that other- 
wise would have ‘been necessary. Then 
Senator Underwood brought up the is- 
sue over which the senate is divided by 
proposing as an amendment the rate 
fixing provision of the discarded senate 
bill. 

Over this amendment debate waged 
for three hours, Senators Newlands 
and Underwood advocating it and Sen- 
ator Cummins making a long speech 
criticising the whole proceeding. Most 
of the senators had little to say, and 
in the cloakrooms there were strong in- 
timations that the reason for this was 
the general conviction that in the end 
the house bill would go through with- 
out change. 

For awhile there was talk of an allé- 
night session, but early in the evening 
word was (passed that an agreement 
to adjourn and vote at a certain hour 
tomorrow would come before the dis- 
cussion had gone very far. 


WILSON 
AT CAPITOL. 


All through the morning President 
Wilson was at his office in the capitol, 
conferring with administration leaders 
and aiding in arrangements for putting 
the legislation through, and left Wash- 
ington at 3 o’clock in the afternoon 
for Long Branch, N. J., where he will 
be notified formally tomorrow of his 
nomination for re-election, entirely 
confident that his efforts had averted 
the industrial catastrophe. 

While the house was at work the 
three brotherhood heads, at the invita- 
tion of Democratic Leader Kitchin, oc- 
cupied the ways and means committee 
room near the entrance to the house 
floor and were in constant consultation 
with the labor spokesmen in the house. 
They were insistent that the eight-hour 
day provision go through without any 
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When the senate began its night 
session the ga eres were ere 
to capacity, many raiiroad oOfficia 
representatives of drothé¢rhoods being 
in the audience. The house was rep- 
resented by a score of members, in- 
cluding Speaker Clark, who occupied 
a seat on the senate floor near Senator 
Underwood. . 

In asking unanimous consent to lay 
aside the senate bill and take up the 
one sent over from the house, fenator 
Newlands criticised congress for ‘not 
responding to the president’s demand 
for legislation which will serve as a 
protection against a future labor crisis, 
and declared members feared to face 
the issue because of the political cam 


aign. 

“The fact is,” he said, “that congress 
is not prepared to meet the issues that 
Woodrow Wilson is prepared to meet, 
and legislation which is necessary must 
gO over until another day.” 

When the senate bill was out of the 
way Senator Underwood, in order to 
get the main issue up, offered as an 
amendment to the house bill the provi- 
sion of the dicarded measure which 
would give the interstate commerce 
commission authority to fix wages and 
hours of labor within six months or a 
year after the passage of the bill. 

This provision, Senators Newlands 
and Underwood contended, would pro- 
tect the interests of the railroad and 
the public, and at the same time pro- 
vide the railroad workers with a gOvV- 
ernmental arbitration court, ever free- 
ing them from the necessity of resort- 
signee the “mailed fist” to secure their

CONGRESS EVADES, 
NOT PRESIDENT. 


Senator Thomas also said that con- 
gress and not the president was evad- 
ing the responsibility of meetin a 
Sreat emergency without fear and in 
& way to make its action permanent 
in character. 

T am afraid,” said he, “that if we 
yield this time we are only postpon- 
ing the day of final wrath to come.” 

Senator Cummins made a long speech 
against the house bill. He said the 
‘country was confronted with appalling 
disaster and he was not prepared to 
say that senators should not yield some 
of their convictions to avert it, though 
it ‘was impossible for him to believe 
the problem should be solved in the way 
proposed. He declared in his opinion 
the amendment of Senator Underwood 
would absolutely destroy the object of 
the bill, and he doubted if it would be 
satisfactory to the brotherhood leaders. 

e Iowa senator said he believed 
the four brotherhood chiefs were intel- 
ligent and patriotic men who would do 
only what they considered their duty. 
“T acquit them,” he said, “of any motive 
of coercing congress in the slightest 
possible degree.” 

Senator’ Borah interrupted to deny 
that the senate had any freedom of ac- 
tion in this matter. “TI say.” he assert- 
ed, “that we are threatened with a na- 
tional calamity and are asked to leg- 
islate, but are not given an opportuni- 
ty to determine whether or fot we are 
legislating right. These men in effect 
have said to us, ‘We are determined 
that you legislate or we will bring that 
calamity on the country,’ ” 

“T do not defend their declaration ofa 
strike,” said Senator Cummins in re- 
ply, “and they must take the conse- 
quences of that. I think they should 
have postponed that until a fair in- 
vestigation could be made. They chose 
not to do so, but they have not asked 
congress for legislation. Thev have not 
attempted to direct this legislation. 


SEVEREST BLOW 
TO UNION LABOR. 


“IT leave it to his democratic friends 
to eulogize what they believe toe be the 
president's courage. At any rate, he 
made a proposal; the railroad men ac- 
cepted it, and the railroads rejected it. 
Then the brotherhoods, I think un- 
wisely, sent out the order for the strike, 
which I think has stricken onganized 
labor the severest blow it ever re- 
ceived. 

“But the president, having failed in 
mediation, came to congress. [am not 
criticising him for that. I think he 
came in a proper way. I think he 
ought to have come. e recommended 
& program which was perfectly under- 
standable. He a have been coura- 
geous. I am not inclined to rob him 
of the credit, but we must remember 
that one of the propositions of the pres- 
ident pleased the brotherhoods and the 
other pleased the railroads. There was 
an even balance, but when this was 
done, these four railroad chiefs before 
us at our invitation stated, without re- 
luctance, that there was just one way 
to avert the strike. It was that they 
send to their men a message in these 
terms: ‘Satisfactory conclusion reach- 
ed,’ and they said if the bill containing 
the president’s proposal which the rail- 
roads refused were enacted into law, 
they could send that telegram. 

“IT do not represent the brotherhoods, 
but it is my judgment that if their 
right to collective bargaining is for- 
ever taken away by clothing the in- 
terstate commerce commission with au- 
thority to fix the wages and hours of 
labor they will not send that tele- 
gram.” 

Taking up the bill In detail Senator 
Cummins said the first provision in it 
meant nothing for the trainmen so far 
as hours are concerned because over- 
time work is not paid at higher rates 
than work up to eight hours. 

To a suggestion by Senator Varda- 
man that he offer the senate a better 
solution of the problem than is found 
in the house bill, Senator Cummins said 
that while he had proposed an alter- 
native in committee, he now was at- 
tacking the bill because he expected to 
vote against it. 


Newlands Opens Debate. 


In opening the debate in the senate 
today, Senator Newlands referred to the 
legislative suggestions made by the 
president, and said the enlargement of 
the interstate commerce commission 
would not be pressed because of se- 
rious opposition.to it at this time. 

The proposal for an investigation’as 
to the necessity for freight rate in- 
creases, the committee did not comply 
with, he explained, because it thought 
that the interstate commerce commis- 
sion already had power to adjust rates 
and it would be its duty to take into 
consideration all new facts affecting 
them. 

“Regarding important legislation to 
prevent future labor crises,’ said Sen- 
ator Newlands, “the committee could 
net report today. Whether it will be 

ported in the future remains for the 
ommittee to determine. The same ig 
true also of the suggestion for a bill 
authorizing the president to operat¢ 
trains in time of necessity for military 
purposes.” 

Senator Cummins asked if the provi- 
sion imposing a penalty for obstruct- 
ing movements of trains would apply 
merely to physical obstructions or 
would affect employees who refused to 
move trains. Senator Newlands said 
the point had not been. considered; 
that the purpose was to keep the roads 
open. Senator Cummins suggested that 
it might be construed to deny a man 
the right to strike and would there- 
fore be unconstitutional. 

Reed Criticises Measure. 

The first criticism of the committee's 
work came from Senator Reed, who 
| wanted to know if the section directe:l

Underweod for Compulsory Arbitration.

should we say to the public now that 
we will settle this thing, but in six 
months you will have té face this dan- 
ger a n. Give the interstate com- 
merce commission authority to fix 
wages and hours and no such crisis 
Can again arise in this. country.” 

Senator Pittman objected to the 
statement that President Wilson fa- 
vored a rag = my pick arbitration bill, 
but Senator Underwood insisted that 
the bills laid before the interstate com- 
merce committee had been presented 
by an assistant attorney general and 
a member of the United States board 
of mediation and conciliation. 

Senator Newlands said the president 
had seen the section giving the inter- 
state commerce commission power to 
regulate wages. 

Senator Underwood declared that the 
provision giving the commission au- 
thority over wages broadened the wage 
scale to 800,000 men instead of confn- 
ing it to 400,000. 

“This provision provides a perma- 
nent board of arbitration in this coun- 
try for railroad employees,” he_ said. 
“It affords labor an opportunity for 
its day in court. In future. it will not 
have to go with mailed fist to demand 
its rights.”’ 

Objection to any action other than 
the eight-hour legislation was voiced 
by Senator Simmons, who _ said he 
thought passage of the Dill with the in- 
terstate commerce commission wage- 
fixing provision might lead to a strike, 
and passage without it ‘would certain- 
ly avert one. 

“These labor men,” said Senator Un- 
derwood, in reply, “are men of intelli- 
gence and character and high stand- 
ing. They might protest and seek to 
hold you and me responsible, but to 
say they would go and declare a strike 
because of this law is an indictment 
of their integrity and intelligence. The 
strike is off today.” 


STRIKE DEBATE 
IN THE HOUSE. 


Democratic Leader Kitchin called up 
the Adamson bill soon after the house 
met today. 

“I ask unanimous consent for its 
immediate consideration,” said he 

“I object,” said Republican 
Mann. 

Representative Harrison, democrat, 
then offered the special rule and there 
was discussion on that. Mr. Harrison 
said congress, in the interest of the 
American people, ought to pass the bill 
iby Saturday night and avert the strike. 

Representative Bennet, republican, 
denounced the proposed legislation. 

‘There are worse things than 
strikes,” said Bennet, “and one cf thes? 
things is the destruction of the Amer- 
ican system of government. I don’t 
propose to cast my vote with a pistol 
at my head.” 

Representative Cooper, of Ohio, re- 
publican, denied that labor was holding 
up congress, as Mr. Bennet charged. 

“It was not the railroad men who 
asked this legislation,” he said. “They 
do say, however, that if this house 
passes this bill today and the senats 
passes it tomorrow they would have 
the power to call off the*strike.” 

Representative Gillet, republican, of 
Massachusetts, said the legislation had 
been written because the democrats 
had been held up. 

Cleveland or Reosevelt Needed. 

“One hour -of Cleveland or Roose- 
velt,” he said, ‘‘would have ended this 
trouble.” 

Representative Dewalt, democrat, of 
Pennsylvania, declared “no man could 
have done more t@, adjust the trouble 
without legislation fhan President Wil- 
son.” 

‘Representative Cooper, republican, of 
Ohio, told the house that for twenty 
years he had worked in the engine cab 
and knew from personal experience 
what railread conditions were. “The 
men are justified,” he said, “in asking 
their employers for better hours. The 
proposed legislation nrovides the only 
way to avert the strike set for Mon- 


day.’ 

Resrenebtaties Lemroot, of Wiscon- 
sin, amid applause on the democratic 
side, announced he expected to vote 
for the bill. Many others spoke brief- 
ly on both sides. 

The rule was adopted without a rec- 
ord vote and general] debate on the bill 
itself then began. All amendments ex- 
cept those accepted by the party lead- 
ers were rejected. One by Represen- 
tative Clark, of Florida, to extend the 
operation, of the eight-hour law to al] 
employees of raliroads wad defeated, 
120 to 81, after Mr. Clark had vehe- 
mently declared he would surrender 
his seat in congress rather than stul- 
tify himself by voting for the ‘bill with- 
out the change. Mr. Clark did not an- 
swer when the roll was called for the 
final vote, 

Representative Mann told the house 
he believed he could have voted for the 
president’s whole program as recom- 
mended to congress. “But,” he added, 
“the president, as he always has in 
the conduct of the country’s affairs, 
wobbled and wavered when he had rea] 
questions before him. Bold as he was 
in asserting his views before congress 
a day or two ago, he now backs water, 
as shown from his thin program. and 
now urges congress to pass a bill which 
leaves out most of the essential things 
which he then proposed.” 


Hasty Legislation, Says Adanyon. 


Representative Adamson, of Geor- 
gia, author of the bill, admitted it was 
hasty legislation to meet an emergen- 
cy. “We now put in the eight-hour 
law,” he said, “and provide for pre- 
serving the status quo until a commis- 
sion can investigate. Afterwards we 
will make complete and adequate regu- 
lations, taking care of the mMterests of 
both classes of our servants and doing 
justice to the people.” 

While the brotherhood heads care- 
fully refrained tonight from express- 
ing publicly any opinion of the Under- 
wood wage fixing amendment, it is 
known that they strongly oppose it and 
are confident that it never will be- 
come law.

New York, September 1—The work of 
the committee on industrial prepared- 
ness of the naval consulting doard, it 
was announced here today, will “al- 
most surely” be turned over to the new 
council of national defense created by 
the army reorganization bill. The an- 
nouncement was made by Thomas A.

Owing to the high cost of cattle feed 
and the high price of beef, many local

The Railroads’ statement of their posi- 
tion on the threatened strike, as presented 
to the President of the United States

A strike on all the railroads of the country has been called by the Train 
Brotherhoods for 7 o’clock Monday morning, September 4. 


This strike was ordered from Washington while the President of the 
United States was making every effort to avert the disaster. 


The Final Railroad Proposal 


The final proposal made by the railroads for a peaceful settlement of the con- 
troversy, but which was rejected by the brotherhoods, was as follows: 


(a) The railroads will, effective September 1, 1916, 
keep the time of all men represented in this movement, 
upon an 8 hour basis and by separate account, monthly, 
with each man, maintain a record of the difference 
between the money actually earned by him on the 
present basis and the amount that would have been 
earned upon an 8 hour basis—overtime on each basis 
to be computed pro rata. 


The amounts so shown will be subject to the 
decision of the Commission, provided for in Paragraph 
(c) of this memorandum and payable in money, as 
may be directed by said Commission in its findings and 
decision. 

(b) The Interstate Commerce Commission to 
supervise the keeping of these accounts and report the 
increased cost of the 8 hour basis, after such period of 


actual experience as their judgment approves or the 
President may fix, not, however, less than three 
months. 


(c) In view of the far-reaching consequences of the 
declaration made by the President, accepting the 
8 hour day, not only upon the railroads and the classes 
of labor involved directly in this controversy, but to 
the public and upon all industry, it seems plain that 
before the existing conditions are changed, the whole 
subject in so far as it affects the railroads and their 
emr’oyees, should be investigated and determined by 
a Commission to be appointed by the President, of 
such standing as to compel attention and respect to 
its findings. The judgment of such a Commission 
would be a helpful basis for adjustments with labor 
and such legislation as intelligent public opinion, se 
informed, might demand. 


Statement ‘of Executives to the President 


In submitting this proposal to the President, the fifty railroad executives called to 
Washington and representing all the great arteries of traffic, made this statement to 


him of their convictions: 


The demands in this controversy. have not been 
presented, in our judgment, for the purpose of fixing a 
definite daily period of labor, nor a reduction in the 
existing hours of‘labor or change in methods of opera- 
tion, but for the real purpose of accomplishing an 

in wages of approximately One Hundred 
Million Dollars per annum, or 35 per cent. for the men 
in railroad freight train and yard service represented 
by the labor organizations in this matter. 


After careful examination of the facts and patient 
and continuous consultation with the Conference 
Committee of Managers, and among ourselves, we 
have reached a clear understanding of the magnitude 
of the questions, and of the serious consequences to 
the railroads and to the public, involved in the decision 


of them. 
Trustees for the Public 


As trustees for the public served by otir lines and 
for the great mass of the less powerful employees (not 
less than 80 per cent. of the whole number) interested 
in the railroad wage fund—as trustees also for the 
millions of people that have invested their savings and 
capital in the bonds and stock of these properties, 
and who through the saving banks, trust companies 
and insurance companies, are vitally interested to the 
extent of millions of dollars, in the integrity and 
solvency of the railroads of the country, we cannot in 


conscience surrender without a hearing, the principle 
involved, nor undertake to transfer the enormous cost 


that will result to the transportation of the commerce 
of the country. 


The eight-hour day without punitive overtime 
involves an annual increase, approximately, in the 
aggregate of Sixty Millions of Dollars, and an increase 
of more than 20 per cent. in the pay of the men, 
already the most highly paid in the transportation 
service, 

The ultimate cost to the railroads of an admission 
in this manner of the principle under contention 
cannot now be estimated; the effect upon the effi- 
ciency of the transportation of the country now 
already under severe test under the tide of business 
now moving, and at a time when more, instead of less, 


effort is required for the public welfare, would be 
harmful beyond calculation. 

The widespread effect upon the industries of the 
country as a whole is beyond measure or appraise- 
ment at this time, and we agree with the insistent and 
widespread public concern over the gravity of the 
situation and the consequences of a surrender by the 
railroads in this emergency. 

In like manner we are deeply impressed with the 
sense of our responsibility to maintain and keep open 
the arteries of transportation, which carry the life 
blood of the commerce of the country, and of the 
consequences that will flow from even temporary 
interruption of service over the railroads, but the 
issues presented have been raised above and beyond 
the social and monetary questions involved, and 
the responsibility for the consequences that may 
arise will rest upon those that provoke it. 


Public Investigation Urged 


The questions involved are in our respectful judg- 
ment, eminently suitable for the calm investigation 
and decision by the public through the agency of fair 
arbitration, and cannot be disposed of, to the publie 
satisfaction, in any other manner. 

The decision of a Commission or Board of Arbi- 
tration, having the public confidence, will be accepted 
by the public, and the social and financial rearrange- 
ments made necessary thereby will be undertaken by 
the public, but in no less deliberate nor orderly 
manner. | 

The railroads of the country cannot under present 
conditions assume this enormous increase in their 
expenses. If imposed upon them, it would involve 
many in early financial embarrassment and bank- 
ruptcy arid imperil the power of all to maintain 
their credit and the integrity of their securities. 

The immediate increase in cost, followed by other 
increases that would be igevitable, would substan- 
tially appropriate the pref nt purchasing power of 
the railroads and disable /hem from expanding and 
improving their facilities. and equipment, to keep 
abreast of the demands wf the country for efficient 
transportation service. 


In good faith we have worked continuously and earnestly in a sincere effort to 
solve the problem in justice to all the parties at interest. These efforts were still 
in progress when the issuance ofthe strike order showed them to be unavailing. 


Problem Threatens Democracy Itself 


The strike, if it comes, will be forced upon the country by the best paid 
class of laborers in the world, at a time when the country has the greatest: need 


for transportation efficiency. 


The problem presented is not that alone of the railroad or business world, 
but involving democracy itself, and sharply presents the question whether any 
group of citizens should be allowed to possess the power to imperil the life 
of the country by conspiring to block the arteries of commerce.

‘There ts no necessity for hysteria over 
the railroad strike situation regardless of 
what happens, especially in a community 
like Atlanta, which is well equipped to meet 
it, and where there should be no occasion 
of suffering for fodd, even though a traffic 
tieup should.come. 

It is well, perhaps, to be prepared for 
any possible eventuality, but preparedness 
may sometimes be carried too far, both by 
nations and individuals. 

Talk and serious prospect of a railroad 
strike has naturally created some alarm; 
and yet there has been so far no occasion as 
we see it for the frantic buying of food sup- 
plies and the stocking of pantries, as if one 
were expecting the city to be besieged by a 
hostile army. 

The Constitution has believed all along 
_. and will continue to believe up to the last 
moment, that the impending strike will be 
averted by administrative and congressional 
~* @otion. But if it is not, if it actually comes, 
we still say its duration will be short, be. 
cause it will so quickly become intolerable 
that the people’ of the United States will 
insist upon the resumption of traffic at 
whatever cost. ‘ | 

So there is no need of being seriously 
alarmed. Especially should the people 
avoid any sensational hysteria calculated to 
arouse fear in others and to upset the nor- 
“mal currents of trade. 

As a matter of fact, even should there be 


guch a thing as a tie-up of national traffic. 


through a strike of railroad employees, At- 
lanta is still in a position to feed herself far 
many days to come and to take care of a 
large part of the surrounding country ag 
well. Moreover, even in that event, it is 
not by any means anticipated that all traffic 
would be suspended. The railroads would 
continue to run many of their trains, and 
naturally the first consideration would be 
given to the feeding of the public. 

With the worst that a strike could do, 
should it come now or in the future, we 
would not have any grave or serious trouble 
so far as the food problem is concerned. 
We might miss some of the comforts and 
the luxuries of life, but we should get the 
food we needed in any event. 

Happily, the hysterical wave which the 
prospect of a strike caused seems to have 
passed and we may proceed with our busi- 
mess and our daily affairs upon the assump 
tion that it will not come at all. 

The effects of such an industrial war 
would be too far-reaching, too severe for 
toleration. The dispute between the rail- 
.roads and their employees, whether settled 
now or in the future, must be settled with- 
out making the innocent American public 
the victims of it. 


A NEW 1YPE OF MEN.

MR. REZGAN’S POSITION. 


Elsewhere in our columns appears a com- 
munication from a well-known citizen of 
south Georgia, bitterly complaining of the 
card recently published by Mr. E. J. Reagan, 
and signed officially by him as chairman of 
the state democratic executive committee, 
in which card its author attacks the county 
unit system and its support by one of the 
candidates for nomination to the office of 
governor of Georgia. ’ 

The Constitution is not concerned with 
the considerations of good taste or pro- 
priety involved in that part of the contro- 
versy which criticises the chairman of the 
committee, who will organize the Macon 
convention, for assuming publicly an atti- 
tude against any“ candidate, which is com- 
plained of in the communication referred to 
as partisan; that is largely a matter of 
personal taste and judgment 

So much of the communication as com- 
plains of the official signature of the author 
of the card is justified by the fact that in 
the absence of explanation it would un- 
doubtedly appear that the card was an offi- 
cial emanation from the committee, or 
voiced the sentiment of its membership, 
which is not true. 

A determined effort was made at the last 
Macon meeting of the present state demo. 
cratic executive committee, of which Mr. 
Reagan is chairman, to repudiate the county 
unit system, and the attempt was defeated 
by a significant majority of the members of 
the committee. 

If any one matter of party policy has 
been firmly and definitely established by 
party action in this state, it is the policy of 
preserving the principles of the county unit 
in party primaries. 

This policy is founded upon the constitu- 
tional organization of the law-making body 
of Georgia, and its preservation, as a mat- 
ter of simple justice to the citizens of the 
smaller counties of the state, is recognized 
in the counties of larger population, and 
any effort to destroy the county unit plan, 
as applied to party primaries, will undoubt- 
edly fail in future as utterly as similar ef- 
forts have failed in the past. 


WONDERS FROM WASTE. 


The national thrift campaign has re- 
sulted in many economical reforms not 
contemplated by the original scheme— 
notably that of the further extension of the 
conservation of what has been considered 
“waste material.”

porations recently organized in Wisconsin 
“to make furniture from sawdust, or rather 
from paper made from sawdust, according 
to processes on which the federal forest 
laboratory at Madison, Wis., is now work- 
ing.” 

Some of these days, The Herald thinks, 
some one will write a most interesting, true 
romance about what former generations re- 
garded as useless; and this forecast is 


given: 


It will find much material in the min- 
ing industry, beginning, perhaps, with 
the shrewd Scotsman who found a for- 
tune in the waste dumps that the ancient 
silver miners of Athens left behind them, 
unregarded for at least a millennium. It 
will show American copper, coal and 
other miners are today working over and 
winning wealth from what an earlier 
generation left behind as waste. 

Another chapter will tell the story of 
cotton seed, which for years planters 
burned as the lumber millers did sawdust, 
merely to get rid of it. Another will tell 
how long cokemakers let billions of feet 
of gas escape into the air before science 
found how to save it profitably. Still 
another will tell the story of how the 
Chicago meat packers made their for- 
tunes largely through avoiding waste.

It is where 
money talks, as teacher in the line of 
progress.

| __Whaler’s Glory Vanished. 


(From The National Geographic Magazine.) 

At the outbreak of the American revolu- 
tion and for a weriod of seventy-five years 
following, whaling was the most important 
branch of American fisheries. From 500 to 
700 vessels sought whales in all the oceans 
and seas of the world, and in one year New 
Bedford alone sent out 300 vessels, whose 
cargoes of bone and oil were the basis of the 
industrial life of the city. 

The pursuit of sperm whales reached its 
climax in 1837, when oil valued at nearly 
$4,500.000 was brought in, mostly from the 
South Pacific. The height of the industry 
was in 1846, when 70,000 persons derived 
their support from whales, and 720 vessels, 
valued at $21,000,000, were engaged. 

For more than fifty years the fishery has 
been declining, and in numerous ports that 
once derived most of their wealth from the 
industry there have for a long time existed 
only memories of former greatness... The 
present importance of the whale fishery 
amounts to less than 2 per cent of the Amer-

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President Charles J. Haden, of the Geor- 
gia Chamber of Commerce, has written a 
very earnest letter fo the editors of the 
leading daily papers of the _ state, urging 
upon them the vital importance of using 
their utmost influence to bring about the 
creation of a federal farm loan bank district 
with Georgia located near the center of 
same. The federal farm loan board is now 
considering the matter of the states which 
are to form the twelve districts authorized 
by the act of congress. The district will be 
formed before consideration is given to any 
of the cities applying for the location of the 
bank for each particular district. 

President Haden’s letter is as follows: 

“Allow me to call your attention to the 
importance of the press and people of Geor- 
gia sparing no effort to impress upon the 
federal farm loan board that Georgia should 
be placed at or near the center of the bank 
oe in which it forms a part. Georgia 


greatly leads all the cotton states east of 
Texas in agricultural and commercial im- 
portanee, and should have the consideration 
that this fact warrants. If our state is 
piaced at the edge of a federal farm loan 
bank district it would practicaily disqualify 
any city in Georgia from becoming the! site 
for the farm loan bank. This is timely and 
of utmost importance. 

“As between the several applicants 
among the cities of Georgia for location of 
one of the federal farm loan banks, our 
chamber is absolutely neutral and must re- 
main so until, among themselves, the cities 
should agree upon one of their number as 
the choice of the whole state. 

“But the first work of the board will be 
to district the territory. and if this is done 
adversely to Georgia, none of our cities will 
have a fighting chance. Therefore, we ask 
that you use your influence in bringing 
about a district territorially favorably to 
Georgia.”’ 


Quieter Day in Atlanta Markets; 
Provision Demand Not So Heavy 


Compared with the previous days of the 
week, a much quieter feeling relative to the 
threatened strike, prevailed yesterday in At- 
lant.’ It semed to be generally taken for 
granted that congress would pass the Adam- 
son bill, and there was less strike talk heard 
on the streets. & 

The business done by the packing houses 
and by wholesale provision dealers was in 
much smaller quantity thanthe days immedi- 
ately preceding. This was accounted for by the 
fact that sales were mainly restricted to the 
local trade, owing to the freight embargoes 
that had been put into effect by the rail- 
roads; and, in the case of the meat men, by 
the additional fact that their stock of “per- 
ishable products” had been depleted. 

One of the packing houses reported some 
business done in salt meat and lard for the 
out-of-town trade, however. It was said that 
a number of cars of meat products ,were en 
route from Chicago and expected to arrive 
by Saturday night or early Sunday morning. 
As the trade had already pretty wall stocked 
up, the demand was greatly lessened and a 
large part of the work done was in getting 
out orders that had been previously re- 
ceived. 

Stoeks Almost Sold Out. 

On produce row. stocks had been almost 
sold out. new arrivals were very scarce and 
with some of the commission men, business 
was at a standstill. It was reported that 
ther were no Irish potatoes in the market. 
The last lot sold brought the abnormal price 
of $6 per bag. It was said that some cars 
were expected to arrive Saturday, however. 
Lemons were scarce and were selling as high 
at $8.25 per box. Apples, too, were scarce, 
but were in small demand. Many perishable 
vegetables were not to be had at all. 

Clerks at the hotels reported the arrival 
in the city of a large number of traveling 
men, who feared that the strike might find 
them marooned in small towns with nothing 


to do. Some of them who thought they might 
be called east by the houses they are trav- 
eling for sought refuge in Savannah or other 
seaports. 

Officials of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company announced that industrial 
plants in and about Atlanta that use elec- 
tric power would not be affected in the mat- 
ter of fuel in the event of a strike. Only in- 
ability to secure raw materials would foree 
them to shut down. The gas plant, it was 
announced, had on hand sufficient coal and 


coke and other material to continue in full 


operation for two and a half months. .

A greatér response to the gains abroad 
was prevented by heavy. realizing 
around the local ring, while houses 
with Liverpool connections had very 
few buying orders here, and the mar- 
ket soon turned easier. 

Early offerings were very well ab- 

sorbed... on reactions to about last 
night’s closing figures, but the vol- 
ume of selling increased, following the 
publication of detailed weather reports 
showing good rains in the southwest. 
Some selling of October, accompanied 
by rumors of an easier spot basis in 
Texas, also promoted the disposition to 
take profits on long contracts, and the 
talk around the ring reflected a more 
reactionary sentiment during the aft- 
ernoon. Prices weakened in conse- 
quence with October contracts selling 
off from 16.50 to 16.94, while January 
ier A ie 16.48, the early high level, 
to 10. 
The bulk of the selling on the decline 
was believed to represent realizing by 
old longs after the sensational advance 
of yesterday, while scattered local of- 
ferings were attributed to the expec- 
tation of improved crop accounts from 
Oklahoma, and the proximity of new 
crop supplies.

‘after selling off to 15.49 for December 


~ WITH GREAT GAINS 


Weekly Letter States That 
the Govetnment Report of. 


Resulted From Exagger- 
ated Advices, to Some Ex- 
tent. 


New York, September 1.—The further 
reduction in crop prospects shown by 
the government report of Thursday 
was followed by one of the most sen- 
sational advances in the history of the 
cotton market, with all deliveries mak- 
ing new high records for the season. 

The market had been nervous and 
irregular during the early part of the 
w@ek. The uncertainties of transpor- 
tation facilities naturally unsettled 
sentiment and while exercising rather 
a strengthening effect on near months, 
were considered partly responsible for 
a disposition to even up accounts in 
advance of the offiical report. 

An opinion was also expressed in 
some quarters that recent advices 
might probably have exaggerated the 
extent of the crop’s deterioration dur- 
ing the month and there was evident- 
ly a feeling that the market had gone 
far enough to promote realizing. Of- 
ferings were absorbed by the covering 
of Liverpool straddle shorts and trade 
buying on reactions of about half a 
cent, however, while fresh gelling was 
held in check by continuous dry 
weather in the southwest. It seemed, 
too, that the bearish interpretation 
placed by grain markets upon Ruma- 
nia’s entrance into the war was con- 
sidered favorable in its bearing upon 
foreign buying power for cotton, and 


the market steadied on bullish private 
crop reports. . 

The official condition of 61.2 per cent 
was under all the private § reports, 
while bulls compared the indicated crop 
of 11,800,000 bales with last years 
world consumption and a rush of gen- 
eral buying followed which carried De- 
cember contracts wp to 16.47 or just 
about $5 per ‘bale above the low level 
of the week. This advance was ac- 
companied by predictions that much 
higher prices would be necessary to re- 
strict the world’s takings to the in- 
dicated supply, but rather a more re- 
actionary sentiment showed itself to- 
day with the encouragement of good 
rains in the southwest and rumors of 
an easier spot basis. A little selling of 
October here against actual was also 
reported, which probably tended _ to 
accelerate realizing for over Labor 
day.

Smaller Yield May Have’ 


ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York, September 1.—(Special.)—The 
feat of unreason which has marked the 
character of the cotton market for some 
days was supplanted somewhat today by a 
much more sober vein. Yesterday’s report 
has been read and analyzed and while the 
public are prone to accept the government 
deduction that the crop promises to be 11,- 
850,000 bales without linters, or 12,650,0 
bales with linters, as correct, they think 
any change of idea as to the size of the 
crop will be upward and any change of 
heart regarding the volume of the demand 
will be toward a smaller consumption at 
this level than at the 12-cent level. Some 
of the trade have reached the hasis of old- 
time comparisons, when the cotton year 
ended with September 1 and the talk of 
famine existing on that date is so obviously 
wrong that they are finally beginning to 
look at the figures of the exchange and 
understand that the visible supply of cot- 
ton is the second largest in history, and 
such being the case, they doubt the ac- 
curacy of the size of the invisible supply, 
the bugaboo which the bull has urged as an 
argument for some time. 

“It is true that Americans make a profit 
manufacturing cotton, even though they 
pay 16 cents for that cotton, but the ex- 
cessive price of freight and exchange makes 
it very doubtful indeed if the foreign spin- 
ner can do the same, for the foreign@spin- 
ner is paying’ about 8 to 5 cents pes pound 
more than we are at home. The increased 
trade in America may be entirely sub- 
tracted from Great Britain for certainly 
with so much advantage in price of the raw 
material, a decided advantage exists, es- 
pecially in coarser cloths. 

“There were many scattered showers over ' 
Texas and Oklahoma and since our market |

Question Is Rule by Law or 
a Few Men. 


Washington, September 1.—Advancing 
the contention that the eight-hour dey 
is not the issue in the present con- 
troversy, twelve railroad officials, rep- 
resenting practically all southern roads, 
issued a statement © today explaining 
their position. It is addressed “to the 
people of the squth.” 

'“It has been suggested that an eight- 
hour day is not the proper subject of 
arbitration,” says the statement. To 
this they (the railroads) have replied 
that an eight-hour day is not an issue, 
but even if. it were, there is No evi- 
dence sufficient to place the question 
beyond the limits‘of honest difference 
of opinion; that: the eight-hour day for 
men engaged in train service has been 
finally accepted bv social opinion. 

Principle of S-Hour Day. 

“To justity this view they point to 
the fact that the men themselves have 
not demanded it; do not want it and 
would not accept it, if offered; that the 
underlying principle of an eight-hour 
day, wheré it has been introduced, is 
humanitarian for the purpose of actual- 
ly shortening the hours of labor and 
has never been justified by any law or 
by any social movement as 4 means of 
increasing wages for hours which shall 
remain unchanged; that the establish- 
ment of an eight-hour day in train 
service has never been favored in any 
political platform of any party and, 
while the subject of an eight-hour day 
has been under consideration in party 
conventions, its application has been 
carefully limited by .party opinion and 


has excluded employees in rallroad 
service and generally in industrial pur- 
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suits: that it Kas never been recom- 
mended by any executive officer in this 
country f option by any legislative 
body and tas never been a into law 
either by the congress of the United, 
States or by any state, and that it has! 
never been brought into 
ublic discussion, except in the mis-
